We can, there- 
fore, never think of turning over 
our entire responsibility to the 
state or any other agency." 


Smith viewed the current hous- 


ing program as being "certainly 
the extension of social justice, be- 
cause in every big city in this 
country are houses today which 
are unfit for human habitation."

conditioning a magnificent fire- 
proof library, and the act of an- 
cient pious gentlemen of various 
religions that ordered the destruc- 
tion of great ancient libraries that 
can never be replaced. A Moham- 
medan ruler ordered a library 
burned because if it contained 
what is in the Koran it was not 
necessary and if it contained any- 
thing else it should be burned. 


Nebraska possesses an interest- 


ing small town named Funk. Be- 
fore prohibition came, Funk was 
proud to say it contained not a 
saloon, a church or a jail, and 
wanted not one of those things, 
the theory being presumably that, 
without a saloon or jail, a church 
was not necessary. 


Times have changed, and now 


Funk thrives on money from beer 
and 
tobacco license fees. 
That 


money plus the income from a 
gasoline pipeline that runs through 
the village, and a poll tax, meet 
all local expenses, making taxa- 
tion unnecessary.

dollars raised by taxation last year 
is still in the treasury, Funk hav- 
ing no use for it. Very different 
from New York, Chicago and 
other cities.

"The entire matter 
is up to the board of control," 
Paul W. Doerr, head of the water 
department said. 


Would Install Meters. 


When Mr. Bock said that mem- 


bers of the board of control had 
declared that the city was insist- 
ing on a 12-inch main so that a 
line could be run to Pioneers park, 
L. C. Oberlies, in charge of the 
park, answered: "It is improbable 
that we will want a water main, 
unless it would be a small one for 
drinking purposes only. We now 
have an adequate supply for the 
golf greens." 


Mr. Bock also said members of 


the state board believed the state 
would have to pay for all the wa- 
ter run, through the main, if it is 
built. 
This was denied by Mr. 


Doerr, who stated that meters 
would be placed at each institu- 
tion and bills would be submitted 
for only the water used. 
If the 


hospital and reformatory want to 
use well water for their livestock 
and other similar purposes, they 
can do so, he added. 


Less Than City Charge. 


Mr. Doerr also explained that 


the city service to the state will be 
10 cents per 1,000, without extra 
cost for fire hydrants or sprink- 
lers. 
Patrons with similar serv- 


ices inside the city must pay S18 
per year. There are at least 12 
hydrants on the hospital grounds, 
he believed. 


When the committee said that 


the cost of water to the 
state 


would be about S18 a day more 
than is now being paid, according 
to members of the control board, 
Mr. Oberlies, who was for eight 
years a member of the board, said 
"I doubt it." Mr. Doerr con- 
curred.

Knight Chalmers, told the con- 
gregation about it from the pulpit. 


"The church officials have car- 


ried this family for a considerable 
time, knowing that the man was 
out of work," he said. 


"We could get no co-operation 


from the tenant in arranging a 
move. Finally,

steps were taken to force him to 
seek another rent." 


An hour after the services, M.

He 
said Frogel was about $80 behind 
in rent.

LESS WHEAT CONSUMPTION. 


the Department of Agriculture con- 


eludes that the steadily declining use of 


wheat flour should be charged to a varied diet, in 
which fruit and other products are substituted for 
bread,' it is closing its eyes to one of the most 
significant of recent-day developments. We are 
using less wheat flour today. From 5.40 bushels 
per individual in 1889, it decreased gradually to 
4.22 bushels in 1919, and 3.79 bushels for the year 
which ended last June. 


A more likely explanation is to be found in the 


fact we no longer stuff ourselves as we did some 
years ago. 


The heavy eater of today is but a shadow of 


yesterday's champion. But yesterday's champion 
lived a life which gave him an appetite. He lived 
in the open, under pioneer conditions, and he 
worked from sun-up to sun-down at the tasks 
which confronted him. He had few days off and 
largely his job involved heavy manual labor. He 
was immune to inoculation by any dieting fad. He 
used a tremendous amount of energy, and he ac- 
quired a healthy hunger in doing it, which per- 
mitted him to consume substantial food in large 
quantities. 


Whether people are better off for eating less of 


simply prepared dishes is a question upon which 
even medical opinion is in disagreement, but the 
fact and not the theory is what concerns the pro- 
ducer of food stuffs, and the truth is we eat less. 
In this fashion the wheat problem became more 
acute. 
With the consumption of nearly two 


bushels less per capita on the basis of 125 million 
people, the wheat flour requirements in the 
United States are 250 million bushels less in 1933 
than the same population would have needed in 
1889.

THE WATER RALLY AT 


HOLDREGE. 


IF THERE has been any doubt concerning the 


sentiment behind the irrigation projects em- 


braced in the Nebraska PWA program, among the 
people living in the lower Platte, the North and 
Middle Loups, the Republican and Arickaree, the 
Frenchman and the Blue Creek valleys, it was re- 
moved effectually last Friday by the magnificent 
rally staged at Holdrege. Between 16.000 and 20,- 
000 people participated in the gathering. But it 
was not mere numbers which emphasized the keen 
interest felt toward those projects. 
It was the 


spirit shown by those present. 


It was an historic event, the final appraisal of 


which must be made by the historian of this era, 
depending upon the ultimate outcome of this con- 
certed effort to usher in a new day in Nebraska. 


For in the parade marched pioneers of those riv- 


er valleys—men and women who settled on the 
land, who "broke" the virgin prairie, and who 
built the fine farm homes found in all of these re- 
gions. There they were, in many instances after 
having farmed for forty and fifty years on the 
same land, seeking to give force to a plea that 
they might remould their farm program by remov- 
ing the uncertainties of drouth, by diversifying 
still further their crop program through a certain- 
ty of water, and by opening up the opportunities 
for greater populations in reducing the size of 
farms, thus making it possible for those now fight- 
ing a hopeless battle to survive. This was the real 
significance of the rally. Those farm folk said, in 
effect, their days were numbered unless the de- 
pleted land was restored to fertility 
by 
water. 


They said that ahead loomed the same fate which 
had confronted every old farming state, 
when, 


after sixty to seventy-five years of continuous 
cropping, the land became exhausted and the only 
alternatives were abandonment of both land and 
homes or a renewal of soil fertility through water 
and grass, or the development of manufacturing to 
provide an income for people who formerly lived 
on the soil. 
• * * 


IT WAS pioneering in a new sense. More than 


fifty years ago the new country had to be 


conquered. Homes had to be built, cities estab- 
lished, and all of the accompaniments of civiliza- 
tion provided. And now, as in the instance of any 
old agricultural territory, it is the case of 
pre- 


serving that which has "been achieved 
through 


great sacrifice, through vision 
and planning, 


through frugality and industry. For Nebraska may 
go as other farm states have gone. She may have 
her deserted farm homes and 
her 
abandoned 


farms, but when and if that should take place, the 
door no longer is open by which her people may 
turn from farming to employment within the fac- 
tories. That is what took place in the older states 
along the Atlantic seaboard, in much of the south.

The word "temptation" is very 


rarely used either in the New 
Testament or the Septuagint with 
he idea of inciting to evil. Its pre- 
'ailing Etnse is anything by which 
a soul is tested and tried, whether 
his be pain, discipline, responsi- 
lility or sorrow. The words of 
esus to His disciples in Geth- 
emane: "Watch and pray, that ye 
nter not into temptation; the 
pirit indeed is willing, but the 
lesh is weak" (Saint Mark xiv, 
8) are probably the best com- 
mentary on the phraseology which 


uzzles you. 
It is natural for us to shrink

"Proposed by Initiative Petition 


An amendment to the Constitution of Nebraska 


providing that beginning with the regular session of 
the legislature in 1937 the legislative authority of 
the state shall be rested in a legislature consisting 
of one house of not less than thirty nor more than 
fifty members, the members to be nominated and 
elected in a non-partisan manner; to provide for the 
compensation and terms of office of said legislative 
members; to provide for sessions of said legislature 
and to provide the procedure of and in said legisla- 
tive body necessary for the enactment of laws." 
TEXT OF THE AiMENDMENT 


"BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF 


NEBRASKA: 


That Section 1 of Article III of the Constitution of Nebraska b« 


tmended to read as follows: 


Sec. 
1. Commencing with the regular session of the Legislature 


to be held in January, nineteen hundred and thirty-seven, the legislative 
authority of the state shall be vested in a Legislature consisting of one 
chamber. The people reserve for themselves, however, the power to 
propose laws, and amendments to the constitution, and to enact or 
reject the same at the polls, independent of the Legislature, and also 
reserve power at their own option to approve or reject at the polls any 
act, item, section, or part of any act passed by the Legislature. All 
authority vested by the constitution or laws of the state in the Senate, 
House of Representatives, or joint session thereof, in so far as appli- 
cable, shall be and hereby is vested in said Legislature of one chamber. 
All provisions in the constitution and laws of the state relating to the 
Legislature, the Senate, the House of Representatives, joint sessions of 
the Senate and House of Representatives, Senator, or member of the 
House of Representatives, shall, in so far a? said provisions are appli- 
cable, apply to and mean said Legislature of one chamber hereby 
created and the members thereof. All references to Clerk of House 
of Representatives or Secretary of Senate shall mean, when applicable, 
the Clerk of the Legislature of one chamber. All references to Speaker 
of the House of Representatives or temporary president of the Senate 
shall mean Speaker of the Legislature. Wherever any provision of the 
constitution requires submission of any matter • to, or action by, the 
House of 'Representatives, the Senate, or joint session thereof, or the 
members of either body or hnth bodies, it shall after January first, 
nineteen hundred and thirty-seven," be construed to mean the Legisla- 
ture herein provided for. 


That Section 5 of Article HI of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


•mended to read as follows: 


Sec. 5. At the regular session of the Legislature held in the year 


nineteen hundred and thirty-five the Legislature shall by law deter- 
mine the number of members to bs elected and divide the state in 
Legislative Districts. In the creation of such Districts, any county 
that contains population sufficient to entitle it to two or more mem- 
bers of the Legislature shall be divided into separate and distinct 
Legislative Districts, as nearly equal in population as may be com- 
posed of contiguous and compact territory. After the creation of such 
districts, beginning in nineteen hundred and thirty-six and every two 
years thereafter, one member of the Legislature shall be elected from 
each such District. The basis of apportionment shall ba the population 
excluding aliens, as shown by next preceding federal census. In like 
manner, when necessary to a correction of inequalities in the popula- 
tion of such districts, the state may be redistricted from time to time, 
but no oftener than once in ten years. 


That Section 6 of Article HI of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 6. The Legislature shall consist of not more than fifty mem- 


ber* and not less than thirty members. The sessions of the Legisla- 
ture shall be biennial except as otherwise provided by this constitution 
or »» may be otherwise provided by law. 


That Section 7 of Article in of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


•mended to retd as follows: 


Sec, 7. Members of the Legislature shall be elected for a term of 


tww years beginning at noon on the first Tuesday in January at the 
year next ensuing the general election at which they were elected. 
Each member shall be nominated and elected in a non-partisan manner 
and without any indication on the ballot that he is affiliated with or 
endorsed by any political party or organization. The aggregate sal- 
aries of all the members shall be $37,500 per annum, divided _equally 
among the members and payable in such manner and at such times as 
*hall be provided by law. In addition to his salary, each member shall 
receive an amount equal to his actual expenses in traveling by the 
most usual route once to and returning from each regular or special 
eession of the Legislature. Members of the Legislature shall receive 
no pay nor perquisites other than said salary and expenses, and em- 
ployees of the Legislature shall receive no compensation other than 
k their salary or per diem- 


That Section 10 of Article IH of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 10. The Legislature shall meet in regular session at 12:00 


o'clock (noon) on. the first Tuesday in January in the year next ensu- 
ing the election of the members thereof. The Lieutenant Governor 
shall preside, but shall vote only when the Legislature is equally di- 
vided. A majority of the members elected to the Legislature shall 
constitute • quorum; the Legislature shall determine the rules of its 
proceedings and be the judge of the election, returns, and qualifications 
of its members, shall choose its own officers, including a Speaker to 
preside when the Lieutenant Governor shall be absent, incapacitated, 
or shall act as Governor. No member shall be expelled except by a 
rote of two-thirds of all members elected to the Legislature, and no 
member shall be twice expelled for the same offense. The Legislature 
may punish by imprisonment any person not a member thereof who 
shah be guilty of disrespect to the Legislature by disorderly or con- 
temptuous behavior in its presence, but no such imprisonment shall 
extend beyond twenty-four hoars at one time, unless the person shall 
persist in such disorderly or contemptuous behavior. 


That Section 11 of Article m of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as folio's!;: 


Sec. 11. The Legislature shall keep a journal of its proceedings 


and publish them (except such parts as rsay require secrecy) and the 
yeas and nays of the members on any question, shall at the desire of 
any one of them be entered on the joumaL All votes shall be viva 
voce. The doors of the Legislature and of the Committees of the 
Whole, shall be open, unless when the business shall be such as onght 
to be kept secret 
That Section 14 of Article M of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec, 14. Every bill and resolution shall be read by title when 


introduced, and a printed copy thereof provided for tie use of each 
member, aad the bill and all amendments thereto shall be printed and 
read at large before the vote is taien upon its final passage. No such 
vote upon the final passage of any bfll snail be takes, howercr, until 
fsva legislative cays after its introduction =or natil it has been on file 
for final reading a=d passage for at least one legislative day. No fail] 
shall contain more tbaa one sabject, and the same shall be dearly ex- 
pressed in the title. And r.o law shall be arr.eudcd unless the nsw art 
contain the section or sections its amended ar.d the section or section 
so amended shall be repealed.

ings, for each homestead.
